VISION FOR 
QUAY AREA 


PLANS to extend Banbury's Castle 
Quay shopping centre by a quarter and 
create a £25m leisure complex are 
expected to be submitted this month. 

Its owner, Scottish Widows Investment 
Partnership, wants to build a supermarket, 
six-screen cinema, 88-bed business hotel 
together with cafes and restaurants. 

The supermarket would be built on stilts 
on the site of the former flood-hit Spiceball 
Leisure Centre and it would have a 
basement car park. 

The new cinema would be built on top of 
the north car park. 

The canal would become a focal feature 
of the development and a section would be 
covered with a glass roof. 

Paul Davison, spokesman for Castle Quay, 
said £13m of flood defence work, including 
a large bund just outside Banbury, would 
better protect the site and give an early 
warning of flooding. Underground car parks 
could double as temporary water stores. 

Mr Davison said: "Because we have got 
this fantastic defence system, we have got 
more control of getting parked cars out. 

"If it's flooded, all the water will go to the 
basement car park to provide more space for 
flood storage."

On the proposals, he said: "The vast 
majority of people are positive about the 
plans. People are saying 'It's about time'. 

"The idea of having a supermarket is to 
bring a lot more people into the centre of 
town. By offering a cinema and restaurants, 
it gets us into the evening trade." 

Some retailers had raised concerns the 
redevelopment could "pull" trade to Castle 
Quay only, but Mr Davison confirmed talks 
were under way to work in the "interests" of 
all traders. 

He said: "We need to get the balance of 
leisure, retail and residential right. That 
would be in everyone's interest." 

Meanwhile, negotiations with a 
supermarket and cinema operator for the site 
are "advanced", he said. 

Town and business leaders have 
welcomed the plans. 

Kieron Mallon, leader of Banbury Town 
Council, said: "Obviously, I'm pleased at 
any new retail and leisure development that 
puts Banbury on the map. 

"We are keen that the whole town works, 
not just parts of it. So there needs to be lots 
of co-operation and linkages into the old 


town and Parsons Street area." 

Tony 11 lot, former president of Banbury 
Chamber of Commerce and a current board 
member, supported integrating the canal into 
the development. 

He said: "I think it's good for Banbury. 

"I'm working on the principle that more 
people will be enticed to come into Banbury 
and more people will migrate into the old 
town. 

"It will be good for everyone. I don't think 
people will just stay at Castle Quay." 

If plans are approved, work could start in 
the spring of 2015 and take about two years.

■ Call for lessons in sexual exploitation 

Bid to protect 
our children 


THE NSPCC wants to stage 
child sexual exploitation 
lessons in Oxfordshire 
primary schools, because of 
concerns that vital messages 
are being missed. 

The child protection charity is 
seeking volunteers to take its free 
ChildLine service assemblies and 
workshops to the county's 
primaries from next month. 

The move comes in the wake 
of the May conviction of seven 
men for operating a sex gang that 
targeted vulnerable young girls in 
Oxford - investigated by police 
as part of Operation Bullfinch. 

The charity said it had had 
"positive meetings" with 
Oxfordshire County Council - 
which is responsible for child 
protection. The authority is to 
alert all schools about the service 
on offer. 

So far, 1 7 schools have already 
been contacted by the charity. 
Four have expressed an interest.

The charity's head of strategy 
and development, Jon Brown, 
said the issue could be taught in 
personal, social and health 
education lessons. 

But he said: "We feel it is 
delivered in far too a diverse a 
way in schools. Some do it very 
well, others do not do it all. 

"The fragmentation of the 
education system, with the 
arrival of academies and free 
schools, has, to some extent, 
altered the coherent approach 
that was previously in place." 

The charity had wanted to 
operate the service in the county 
before Operation Bullfinch, he 
said, but had not been able to 
recruit a manager. 

The programme had been 
brought to more than 200,000 
primary school children in other 
parts of the UK since it was 


established two years ago. 

One of the charity's workshop 
managers, William Shaw, said: 
"We know a lot of children and 
young people who call us, are of 
secondary school age. But they 
often say that incidents 
happened when they were a lot 
younger." 

Volunteers, particularly those 
with experience of 
communicating with young 
children, will go online and 
finish their training with a two- 
day face-to-face session, he said. 
All volunteers are criminal 
records bureau checked. 

Oxfordshire MP Nicola 
Blackwood - who was closely 
involved with the Bullfinch case 
- said she was "very supportive" 
of the scheme. 

She said: "While this is a 
sensitive subject, it is important 
that we ensure that children in 
this age group are given the tools 
and support they need to keep 
themselves safe." 


Directors 
cleared 
as trial 
collapses 

THREE former directors 
of a Banbury IT firm have 
been cleared of lying to 
investors after two trials. 

Timothy Whiston, 45, 
with fellow executives 
Stephen Graham, 49, and 
John Whelan, 46, were 
accused of lying in the 
published accounts of 
healthcare software 
provider, ISoft. 

The trio, along with 
Barnsley FC owner 
Patrick Cryne, 62, were 
said to have deliberately 
included revenue from a 
multi-million pound NHS 
contract before the deal 
had been signed. 

But a retrial, which 
began in April this year, 
collapsed at Southwark 
Crown Court last week 
after a prosecutor 
working for the Financial 
Conduct Authority 
uncovered a piece of 
unused material causing 
them to “change their 
stance in some important 
aspects of the case”. 
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Top Gear's Clarkson wants to build 'Diddly Squat Farm' 


TOP Gear presenter Jeremy Clarkson, 
pictured left, hopes to build a six- 
bedroom home in Oxfordshire - and call it 
“Diddly Squat Farm”. 

He has sought planning permission to 
knock down the five-bedroom Curdle Hill 
Farm, which dates from the turn of the 
20th century, on 312 acres in 
Chadlington. 


The new house will include an outdoor 
swimming pool, tennis courts and parking 
for five cars. Planning was granted for the 
conversion in 2010, but the permission 
lapsed earlier this year. 

The new application is the same as the 
previous. 

Property website Rightmove lists 
Curdle Hill Farm as costing in excess of 


£2.35m, but says the property has been 
removed from the market by the agent. 
The advert had invited prospective buyers 
to “fulfil the dream” by purchasing the 
site. 

Mr Clarkson, who currently lives in 
Oldner, near Chipping Norton, took home 
more than £14m for his work on the hit 
BBC TV show Top Gear last year. 


Concern as robbers 
strike store again

A COUNCILLOR is seeking a 
meeting with police after an estate 
shop was targeted by robbers twice 
in two weeks. 

Tony 111 ot, the Cherwell councillor 
responsible for public protection, said he 
wants to look at what options are 
available to better protect the store, 
which has been raided four times in four 
years. 

Last Thursday, two men wearing 
balaclavas and brandishing crowbars, 
went into the Co-op in Ferriston, 

Banbury, at 6am, and demanded cash 
from the safe. 

Staff said they could not access the 
money, so the men searched the store, 
then attacked both female members of 
staff with crowbars, breaking the arm of 
one.

The robbers were described as slim 
and apparently in their 30s. They 
escaped in a silver Mazda MX5 with a 
soft-top roof. 

Just two weeks earlier, on July 8, two 
masked men armed with crowbars 
robbed the same store and stole money. 
No arrests were made. 

A security guard has since been 
posted at the store. 

Mr 111 ot, also a councillor for 
Hardwick, said: "I am aware of this and 
have been in touch with the police to 
see what we can do 

"It's on a small parade of shops, where 
there is a hairdresser and chip shop. It's 
in the middle of an estate, with generally 


very friendly people. You can only 
assume it has been targeted because it's 
out on the edge of town and the robbers 
can make a quick escape to Warwick 
Road or Southam Road and the M40. 

"Crime, overall in that area, has 
dropped. We are fairly lucky living in an 
area that is relatively crime free. This is a 
blip on the landscape." 

In a statement, a spokesman for The 
Midcounties Co-operative said: "This was 
a nasty attack that resulted in a serious 
injury to one of our colleagues. 

"The safety and wellbeing of our 
colleagues is of prime importance to us. 
They are being provided with 
appropriate support." 

No-one was available to comment on 
what, if any, security measures the shop 
planned to take. 

Police have appealed for anyone with 


information or who may have witnessed 
the incident to come forward. 

Det Con Rebecca McCamley said: 
"This was obviously a shocking incident 
for the people inside the shop. 

"Although it was quite early in the 
morning, there will have been people 
around. So, I would like to talk to 
anyone who saw this vehicle or saw 
anything suspicious." 

In August 2010, robbers armed with a 
crowbar, hammer and kitchen knife, 
threatened staff at the store and escaped 
with cash. 

And in 2009 a man wearing a 
balaclava went into the store carrying a 
knife. He told a member of staff to hand 
over several thousand pounds before 
leaving the store.

Counter 
fraud 
boss in 
the dock 


THE former head of counter 
fraud at Oxfam UK has 
denied stealing more than 
£60,000 from the charity. 

Thirty-four-year-old 
Edward McKenzie-Green, of 
The Leys, Chipping Norton, is 
accused of taking £62,857 
while working for the charity 
between February and 
December 2011. 

He is also accused of 
stealing a laptop from Oxfam. 

McKenzie-Green appeared 
at the Old Bailey last 
Thursday, alongside his 
father, Edward Green, 61, 
who is accused of laundering 
£35,571 of the proceeds. 

Both defendants denied the 
charges and will stand trial 
later this year. 

It is alleged Green Snr 
switched more than half the 
profits of the fraud between 
his own bank accounts before 
putting it into an account 
held by his son. 

McKenzie-Green is said to 
have taken the laptop 
belonging to his former 
employers on December 1, 
2011. 

Both men were freed on 
unconditional bail ahead of a 
further hearing on Friday, 
September 20. 


As one legal bid fails, another appeal is granted 


HS2: Pledge to 


fight on 


A NORTH Oxfordshire council, 
along with other local authorities, 
has pledged to continue its fight, 
despite losing a court challenge to 
block the High Speed 2 train project. 

Cherwell District Council was 
among 15 councils, along with 
residents' associations, which saw all 
seven grounds of appeal over the 
scheme rejected by the Court of 
Appeal. 

The challenge covered issues like 
the consultation process, 
environmental impact and the 
project's failure to meet a "public 
sector equality duty". 

Yet the three judges were split on 
whether a full strategic 
environmental assessment should be 
carried out. They, therefore, gave 
campaigners permission to launch a 
further appeal to the Supreme Court. 
The councils have vowed to take this 
action. 

And they also got permission to 
appeal over whether the scheme 
complies with the EU's 
Environmental Impact Assessment 
Directive. 

The £42.6bn railway route - due

to open in 2026 - would go from 
London to the Midlands, passing 
near the North Oxfordshire villages 
of Finmere and Mixbury. 

Lord Justice Sullivan said if the 
project breached the strategic 
environmental assessment, "it would 
be difficult to think of a more 
egregious breach of the directive". 

High Speed Rail Minister Simon 
Burns said: "Parliament is the right 
place to debate the merits of HS2, 
not the law courts." 

Martin Tett, the chairman of the 
alliance of councils - which are 
known as 51 m - said the 
Government had failed in its 
"obligation to fully assess the 
environmental implications of the 
project". 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said 
the permission to launch a further 
appeal was "good news" for 
opponents but it was "increasingly 
unlikely" that the outstanding issues 
would be resolved before the 2015 
General Election.

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Inquest told 
of hanging 


■ A MAN with a history of 
depression hanged himself, an 
inquest heard last Thursday. 

The body of David Slatter, 54, 
from Enstone Road, Middle 
Barton, was found in his living 
room on February 27 by a 
friend, Elizabeth Taylor, Oxford 
Coroner's Court heard. 

His mother, Mary, became 
worried that she couldn't 
contact him and asked Ms 
Taylor to check on him. 

A statement read to the court 
by Mrs Slatter said her son had 
had a history of depression, 
following the death of his 
father. Mr Slatter ran a horse 
transport business. 

Assistant deputy coroner 
Peter Clark said: "I am satisfied 
that the deceased acted 
deliberately. There was a clear 
act of preparation and planning. 
He had had a long history of 
depression and anxiety." 


Energy watch 


■ HOOK Norton villagers are 
now measuring their energy 
usage and comparing it with 
other homes from their 
computer. About 50 people have 
installed home-energy use 
monitors and four substations 
with measuring equipment. This 
means residents can see how 
they use electricity at different 
times. The scheme is being run 
in collaboration with network 
operator Western Power 
Distribution.

EVEN though they were side 
by side in hospital, Charlotte 
Nott and Daisy Pashley were 
not aware of each other. 

Now, nearly three years on 
from that traumatic time in the 
intensive care ward at Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital, five- 
year-old Charlotte and Daisy, 
ten, are the best of friends. 

Their parents say they have a 
special bond, having both 
survived losing limbs to 
meningitis. 

The families stayed in touch 
and met up a few months later 
after both girls had amputations 
in January 2011. 

The girls now regularly see 
each other and hope to be 
friends for life, as they learn to 
overcome the similar obstacles. 

Daisey's mother, Lorna 
Pashley, from Chipping Norton, 
said: "They have a special bond. 
The older they get, the stronger 
it will be." 

The youngsters particularly 
enjoy playing in the paddling 
pool or disappearing up to their

Mothers in plea to Government 
to reverse decision on vaccine 


BOTH mothers have called on the Government 
to reverse their decision over a Meningitis B 
vaccine. 

The Joint Committee on Vaccination and 
Immunisation, a body that advises the 
Government, said last week that the vaccine 
"Bexsero" was not cost-effective and should not 
be introduced. 

Mrs Daniels said: "I think they should 
introduce the vaccine. It will save lives and stop 
children from facing the trauma Charlotte and 
Daisy went through. How can they put a price 
on a child's life?" 

Director of Immunisation for the Department 


of Health, Professor David Salisbury, said: "This 
is a difficult situation. We have a new vaccine, 
but we lack important evidence. We need to 
know how well it will protect, how long it will 
protect and if it will stop the bacteria from 
spreading from person to person. 

"We need to work with the scientific 
community and the manufacturer to find ways 
to resolve these uncertainties so that we can 
come to a clear answer."

Charlotte's mother Jenny 
Daniels said: "Daisy is someone 
for Charlotte to look up to. As 
Daisy is older, she will go 
through things before Charlotte. 

"Their friendship really helps 
them. I hope they can be friends 
for the rest of their lives, support 
each other and keep in touch." 

Both girls had their operations 
in January 2011 but in different 
hospitals. 

Mrs Pashley, 35, said: "It was 
really nice to have someone 
going through the same thing, 
especially when it is something 
as scary as that." 

Both girls have "running 
blades", costing about £8,000 
each, but they need regularly 
replacing as their bodies grow. 

Claire Donovan, helpline and 
information manager for the 
Meningitis Trust, said: "The 
chances of two children, living 
near each other, being in 
hospital at the same time, with 
the same illness and both 
requiring extensive amputations, 
is a rare occurrence." 

Charlotte and Daisy's stories 
have touched people across the 
county and they have both had 
fundraising events staged 
organised for them. 

Daisy has even had 
Hollywood heavyweight Sir Ben 
Kingsley back her appeal, with a 
special screening of his film Iron 
Man 3 in May. 

Daisy, who celebrated her 
tenth birthday last month, goes 
to St Mary's Church of England 
Primary School, Chipping 
Norton.

'We cannot be nostalgic' over police stations 


A POLICE commander has said the force cannot 
afford to be nostalgic as he announced the closure 
of three local police bases. 

Supt Colin Paine said Chipping Norton police 
station, as well as those at Woodstock and 
Charlbury, would be vacated in favour of "more 
efficient" buildings. 

Supt Paine, area commander for Cherwell and 
West Oxfordshire, said the Victorian station in 
London Road, Chipping Norton, cost £70,000 every 
year to maintain. 

He said many people might feel "sad" to see the 
old building in Chipping Norton sold, but added: 

"In this time of austerity we cannot afford to have 
these feelings of nostalgia." 

The town's station will only be closed when a 
new home is found for the neighbourhood team, 
with a front counter for the public. 

Mr Paine also said neighbourhood teams and 
patrol teams would not be cut, adding: "I would 
like to reassure the public that the relocating of 


police stations will not jeopardise response times to 
any incidents." 

The force will not be renewing the Charlbury 
police office annual £14,000 lease when it expires 
in April next year. The office, based in the 
Spendlove Centre in Enstone Road, is run by 
volunteers and the force is looking to find another 
low cost option in the town to replace it. 

Mr Paine said a replacement for Woodstock 
police station in Hensington Road would be found 
before its lease expires in April 2016. 

In March, the force unveiled plans to axe and 
replace buildings across the county to help save 
£839,000. Offices in Blackbird Leys, Barton, and 
Rose Hill are among those to be closed and 
replaced. 

Her Majesty's Inspectorate of Constabulary this 
month said Thames Valley's effort to cut £56.3m 
from its budget between 2011 to 2015 
"demonstrated one of the strongest responses to the 
funding challenge".

BOSSES at an 
Oxfordshire mental 
hospital have agreed to 
publish a report into 
the escape by life 
prisoner Ian McLean. 

McLean, sentenced to a 
life term behind bars in 
2004 after stabbing his 
former partner, Michelle 
Storer, as she slept, walked 
out of the unlocked 
Lambourn House unit at 
Littlemore Hospital last 
month and fled to Poland. 

It has been revealed that 
he was in Brussels before 
authorities at Littlemore - 
charged with detaining 
him - even knew he was 
gone. 

McLean, who was able 
to get a passport after a 
doctor at Littlemore signed 
his application form, was 
even able to call a cab to

pick him up from the 
hospital and drive him to 
St Pancras Station to catch 
the Eurostar. 

Oxford Health, with the 
help of detectives who 
traced McLean to the 
seaside resort in Poland 
where he was arrested, are 
looking into his escape. 

He had been transferred to 
Littlemore from prison for 
mental health treatment. 

Initially Oxford Health 
would only say it would 
"communicate 
appropriately" its findings, 
leading to Oxfordshire 
MPs Nicola Blackwood, 
Andrew Smith and Sir Tony 
Baldry, together with attack 
victim Miss Storer, all 
demanding the report was 


made public. 

Miss Blackwood said: 
"This was clearly a deeply 
worrying incident and, 
given the potentially 
serious risks involved, 
local people are right to 
demand transparency and 
accountability from Oxford 
Health. We all need to 
know that steps have been 
taken to ensure that 
nothing like this could 
ever happen again." 

An Oxford Health 
spokesman said: "Once 
the investigation, which 
will involve an external 
expert, is complete, the 
trust will publish the 
findings. 

"However, we will not 
make public points that 
might compromise security 
or breach individual 
patient confidentiality."

Inquest into man's pub death 


A MAN, found dead in an 
Oxfordshire pub toilet, had 
been there for more than 32 
hours after a heroin 
overdose, an inquest heard. 

The body of Lee Cooper, 
of White Hart Mews, 
Chipping Norton, was found 
in a cubicle in the men’s 
toilets of the Jericho Tavern, 
Walton Street, on March 30. 

CCTV recordings from the 
pub revealed the 41-year-old 
went into the toilet shortly 
after an unidentified woman 
at 3.09pm on March 29. 

His body was discovered 
at 9.30pm the following day 
after a customer tried to 
open the cubicle door. 

The inquest, held last 
week at County Hall, Oxford, 


was told that Mr Cooper, a 
computer technician, had 
0.3mg of morphine per 
100ml of blood in his body. 

The high level of 
morphine, along with drug 
paraphernalia found at the 
scene, led investigators to 
conclude he had injected 
heroin. A pathologist found 
he had died of opiate 
intoxication. 

Investigating officer Det 
Sgt Rhian Evans said police 
had been unable to identify 
the woman who had arrived 
with Mr Cooper, but added 
that no evidence of third- 
party involvement in his 
death had been found at the 
scene. 

Coroner Darren Salter 


said: “It seems apparent 
that Lee entered the men’s 
lavatory at 3.09pm but then, 
sadly, he wasn’t discovered 
until the following evening. 

“We don’t know when he 
died, probably perhaps more 
likely on the Friday, but I 
don’t have any evidence on 
that. 

“Taking the evidence into 
account, the appropriate 
verdict is one of abuse of 
drugs. It does seem 
extremely sad and, as I 
understand it, Lee’s partner 
went on to give birth to a 
child several days later.” 

He said he had seen no 
evidence to suggest Mr 
Cooper had intended to 
overdose.

HE'S the original shock rocker; 
a bombastic heavy metal icon 
synonymous with fireworks, 
power chords and goulish 
makeup. 

So what on earth is Alice Cooper 
doing headlining a folk festival? 

The announcement that the 
Poison and School's Out star is 
topping Fairport's Convention's 
Cropredy festival on its opening 
night delighted hard rock lovers - 
but most have had the festival's 
loyal audience of folk-rock fans 
staring into their tankards in 
disbelief. 

For festival director Gareth 
Williams, however, the booking was 
the result of a five-year effort to 
bring Alice to North Oxfordshire. 
And he is in no doubt over the 
pulling power of the artist who is 
famous for appearing on stage with 
a boa constrictor around his neck. 

"We wanted to steal the march 
on everyone else, so when we knew 
we'd got Alice, we got our tickets 
on sale - and it has really worked," 
he says, talking from the office in 
Chipping Norton known to friends 
as Fairport Towers. 

"It's a really competitive market, 
and with the Jubilee, Olympics and 
the weather last year, we were 
down in numbers. This year is 
looking good though, and Alice has 
done the trick!" 

Mr Cooper joins a bill that 
reflects the increasingly diverse 
nature of the event, which is known 
to most people as simply

"Cropredy"'. Also appearing are 
folk-punks Levellers, prog-rock act 
lOcc, country-rockers Danny & the 
Champions of the World, classical- 
crossover act Mediaeval Baebes and 
80s pop heartthrob Nik Kershaw. 

The line-up remains overwhelming 
"folky" however, with The 
Dunwells, Peatbog Faeries, Martin 
Barre, Lunasa, BBC Radio 2 Young 
Folk Award winners Greg Russell 
and Ciaran Algar, and, of course 
Fairport Convention - Simon Nicol, 
Dave Pegg, Ric Sanders, Chris Leslie 
and Gerry Conway - who open the 
festival with an acoustic set and 
close it on Saturday night with their 
traditional three-hour extravaganza. 

"I think the line-up is very good," 
said Gareth. 

"Someone emailed me to say 
they're not coming because it's not 
folkie enough, but it's still 90 per 
cent folk and folk-rock. 

"We've never said it's a folk 
festival, anyway. I've always 
described it as a music festival, 
which tugs a respectable forelock to 
the folk-rock tradition. 

"I never wanted to tie it down to 
a genre, and there is a need for it to 
move with the times - which is why 
we've previously had people like 
Steve Winwood, Status Quo, 
Supergrass, Buzzocks and Squeeze. 

"If it's loud, it's generally been 
something to do with me throwing 
my cap into the ring." 


Starting life in 1979 as a farewell 
concert by Fairport, the festival, like 
the band, has continued to thrive 
and is among the longest-running 
large festivals in the country, 
attracting 17,000 paying customers 
and 3,000 staff and volunteers. 

In Oxfordshire, only the smaller 
Towersey Village Festival has been 
running for longer. 

So how does he think his 
eyeliner-sporting star will go down 
with the traditionalists? "You know 
exactly what you're getting with 
Alice," he saids. 

"He's on the road for eight 
months a year, hasn't had a drink 
since 1978, and is a scratch golfer 
who has played against umpteen 
American presidents - and beaten 
them all. 

"People refer to Alice in the third 
person. Until he puts his 'slap' on 
he's a charming, eloquent person 
who turns into a man who creates 
nightmares. 

"He's the original thing - 
everyone else copied him. He plays 
all the hits, and he doesn't 
disappoint. He's also a fan of 
Fairport, so who knows, we may yet 
see Ric Sanders with a snake 
around his neck!" 

■ Fairport's Cropredy Convention 
runs from August 8-10 in Cropredy, 
north of Banbury.

Spin king Phillips stars as 


Banbury go second 


Banbury 
skipper 
Jimmy 
Phillips had a 
spell of 5-10 
in 33 balls 
against Tring 



A DEVASTATING spell of spin 
bowling from skipper Jimmy 
Phillips propelled Banbury into 
second spot in Division One 
on Saturday. 

The off-spinner claimed 5-32 to 
shoot out hosts Tring Park for 1 68. 

Banbury after a few wobbles, 
edged home by three wickets to 
leap three paces to second place. 

However, they are still 59 points 
behind runaway leaders Henley, 
who continued their march 
towards the title with a narrow 
two-wicket success against North 
Mymms. 

For much of their innings, Tring, 
who chose to bat first, looked as 
though they would score well over 
200 . 

After slipping to 77-3, Tring 
were cruising along nicely as Leigh 


Tomlinson and Michael Payne 
added 68 for the third wicket 
without too much trouble. 

However, by having Payne 
caught by Lloyd Sabin for 37, 
Phillips initiated a dramatic 
collapse. 

In all, Tring lost their last seven 
wickets for the addition of just 23 
runs. 

Phillips claimed five of them for 
just ten runs in 33 balls, including 
Tomlinson for 69 made off 135 
balls to finish with 5-32 from 15.1 


overs. 

Jack Deal was run out by Sabin, 
while left-arm spinner Luke Ryan, 
who had bowled 21 overs at the 
other end for no reward, claimed 
the final wickets as the hosts were 
dismissed in the 59th over. 

In reply, Banbury soon lost 
Sabin. 


But Nathan Hawkes maintained 
his recent aggression, striking 38 
from 25 balls to put Banbury 
seemingly on track for an easy 
win. 

Then Tring left-arm seamer 
Zashan Arshad, in his first game 
back from injury, claimed four 
quick wickets, including that of 
Hawkes, to leave Banbury 
struggling on 84-5. 

Jonny Cater responded in the 
only way he knows, by taking the 
attack to the bowlers. 

He and Ryan added 73 runs to 
take them to the brink of victory 
before he departed for 46 made 
from just 52 balls with one six and 
six fours. 

Arshad claimed his fifth wicket 
to finish with 5-58, before Ryan 
saw Banbury home in the 40th 
over with an unbeaten 35.

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Wolverine gets his claws 
into some soul-searching 


THE WOLVERINE (12A, 126 mins)

H ugh Jackman owes a great 
deal of his enduring 
popularity to the muscular 
swagger and trademark sideburns of 
Wolverine. 

The Australian actor first donned 
the Adamantium claws of the 
hirsute Marvel Comics superhero in 
the 2000 blockbuster X-Men, not 
long after an Olivier Award 
nomination for Best Actor in the 
National Theatre's staging of 
Oklahoma! 

His portrayal of singing cowboy 
Curly on stage was far removed 
from the brooding masculinity of 
Wolverine, but Jackman impressed 
fans with his physical prowess and 
deadpan delivery of the script's one- 
liners. 

He has since bulked up as the 
mutant warrior on four more 
occasions, including the 
disappointing stand-alone feature X- 
Men Origins: Wolverine and an 
uncredited cameo in the 2011 
prequel, X-Men: First Class. 

For this latest instalment, which 
has tellingly lost any mention of X- 
Men from the title, director James 
Mangold draws inspiration from a 
1982 comic book storyline set in 
Japan to strip back the testosterone- 
fuelled action in favour of soul- 
searching and romance. 

There are still spectacular set 
pieces, including fisticuffs inside 
and on top of a speeding bullet 
train, but screenwriters Mark 
Bomback, Scott Frank and 
Christopher McQuarrie aren't 
noticeably in a rush to deliver the 
next adrenaline-pumping thrill. 


The film opens with a flashback 
to 1945 Nagasaki, where Logan 
Oackman) is held prisoner by the 
Japanese. 

As the nuclear bomb detonates, 
Logan protects one kind officer, 
Shingen Yashida, from the radiation 
blast - his mutant powers allowing 
him to recover almost instantly from 
the fireball. 

Many years later, Logan is living 
alone in the woods, haunted by the 
death of Jean Grey (Famke Janssen). 
A swordswoman called Yukio (Rila 
Fukushima) tracks him down and 
asks him to accompany her to Japan 
to meet with the old and frail 
Shingen. 

"He wants to say thank you for 
saving his life all those years ago," 
she smiles. 

Reluctantly, Logan agrees and he 
is shocked to find Shingen (Horiyuki 
Sanada) on his deathbed, under the 
constant surveillance of a 
statuesque medic (Svetlana 
Khodchenkova). 

Soon after, Shingen dies and the 
Yazuka attempts to kidnap beloved 
granddaughter Mariko (Tao 
Okamoto), who is poised to take 
over the family dynasty. 

Logan rescues Mariko in the nick 
of time, and she develops deep 
feelings for her protector. 

"This isn't going to end well - 
everyone you love dies," whispers 
Jean from beyond the grave, in one 
of the waking dreams that haunt 
Logan. 

The Wolverine is a welcome 
change of style and pace for the 
franchise, and Jackman - nominated 
for an Oscar earlier this year in Les 
Miserables - excels in the quieter 
moments. 

Fukushima is a striking, doll-like 
partner in crime, flashing her blade 
in balletic and acrobatic fight 
sequences.

I t is not often that the sound of an 
engine can put a smile on your 
face. And I don't mean the 
blood-stirring roar of an all- 
American V8. 

The altogether more modest unit 
fitted in the Fiat Panda is a twin- 
cylinder, 875cc power plant, which 
has a delightful put-putting sound 
track. I defy anyone to fire up the lit¬ 
tle engine and not grin. 

And though it might sound hope¬ 
lessly inadequate, the turbocharged 
engine's statistics are stunning. 

Voted International Engine of the 
Year in 2011, the rev-happy, respon¬ 
sive TwinAir Turbo somehow 
squeezes out 85 horsepower, while 
delivering superb pulling power, 
combined with low emissions. 

I won't bore you with the technol¬ 
ogy packed into the little engine, 
suffice to say it will deliver ample 
power to allow you to cruise at 
motorway speeds, while holding out 
the prospect of returning fuel con¬ 
sumption in the high 60s. 

It also comes with a Start&Stop 
system which automatically switch¬ 
es off the engine when the car 
comes to a standstill and is in neu¬ 
tral, and starts again when the clutch 
pedal is depressed. In addition, a 
dashboard digital gearshift indicator 
suggests when to change gear. 

Around town, a push of the dash-

board-mounted Eco button cuts 
maximum torque and automatically 
adjusts the steering to a lighter city 
setting. While the Italian-built, five- 
door Panda is a compact car, it 
comes with big car features such as 
anti-lock brakes, up to six airbags 
and a five-star EuroNCAP crash test 
rating. New suspension is fitted and 
options include an electronic stabil¬ 
ity system and low speed collision 
mitigation system, which reads the 
road ahead and automatically 
applies the brakes if it detects an 
obstacle in the car's path. 

The third generation Fiat Panda, 
Europe's best-selling supermini, is 
bigger, roomier, safer and more fuel 
efficient than its predecessors. 

Most of the Panda's growth in 
length is in the rear overhang to 
increase the car's boot space as well

Lunar Vacanza tops fuel economy test table 


Which Motorhome has recently 
tested a variety of campervans 
to find the most economical on 
fuel. 

The feature spanning 16 pages in 
the August 2013 issue of Which 
Motorhome tested six different 
campervans, all on different 
base vehicles, including the VW 
T5 (in new BlueMotion spec), 
Hyundai i800, Citroen 
Berlingo, Fiat Doblo, Renault 
Trafic and the Nissan NV200 
Combi — as used by Lunar for 
the brand new Vacanza 
'camper car'. 

All campervans were driven on the 
same route, back-to-back, by 


the same four drivers before 
being refilled and the MPG 
being calculated. One of the 
vehicles managed almost 
55mpg. 

For comparison, the magazine also 
took along a conventional 
coachbuilt 'full-sized' 
motorhome, as well as a car 
and caravan. 

The most fuel efficient campervan 
of the six tested was the new 
Lunar Vacanza. Based on 5,000 
miles a year, diesel for the 
Vacanza would cost just £574. 
A coachbuilt (or car and 
caravan) could double that 
cost, as well as costing more to 


tax. But the real savings come 
when reducing the number of 
vehicles that are being run, 
with a campervan replacing a 
car, saving more tax, insurance 
and depreciation. 

The smaller motorhomes will also 
keep a strong secondhand 
value. 

Editor, Peter Vaughan, said "It's 
incredible just how economical 
a small campervan can be and, 
in the face of ever-rising diesel 
prices, these vehicles could 
save you a small fortune (not 
just in fuel, but reduced road 
tax (for two of them) and great 
residual values."
